• Cut away the waste. 
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Top Layer 

• Use a white pencil to trace all of the straight 
lines and flower buds. 

• Trace the leaves and stems with blue ink and 
the flower centres with yellow ink. 

• Perforate, emboss and re-perforate the 
border and cut the lace using 
parchment scissors. 

• Use your Two Needle tool around the 
lower flower. 

• Paint with blue ink and use a mix of Pintura 
blue and Tinta blue to give a darker side. 

• Emboss the flowers, buds and leaves. 


Finishing 


With Sticky glue, trace over the winter 
messages, flower centres, and a little on the 
leaves. Add your ultra-fine glitter and don't 
forget to add the tag. 

Mark and position your brads and attach the 
two bottom layers. 

Add your tag to the bottom layer and the top 
layer to the middle layer. 

Add a piece of blue insert card.

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• Once all of the folds are made, carefully 
fold the parchment easing the smaller 
folds into place and press flat. 

• Trim around the edges with a craft knife. 

• Fold a piece of coloured and trim to the 
same size. 

• Put a piece of 3mm double sided tape 
around the four edges on the back. 

• Don't remove all of the backing paper 
from the tape, just a small piece from 
each end and fold it away from 

the parchment. 

• Push the folded parchment into the 
folded card and when in place press the 
corners were the tape is clear, then 
remove the tape from all sides pressing it 
into place. 

Because the tape can be seen, either 
colour over it with a pencil in a 
darker colour, 

or cover with peel off strips. 

• Trim the front piece of the parchment 
and stick to the front of the card with a 
dot of glue behind peel off corners and 
tiny strips of double sided tape behind 
the folds of the cup cake. 

• Add small bows of ribbon to the parcels. 

• Add a piece of white card to the back for 
writing a greeting.

• Turn the parchment over, leaving it attached 
to the Grid and perforate shallow with a One 
Needle tool.

Dorse 

• With your Polychromos dorse the water with 
a combination of ultramarine and olive 
green yellowish. 

• Colour the hair and upper bodywarmer with 
dark sepia. 

• The face and arms with dark red. 

• The hat vest with olive green yellowish. 

• Colour the trousers with a combination of 
dark sepia and ultramarine. 

• Work the boots with ultramarine and olive 
green yellowish. 

Colour 

• Replace the second sheet on the pattern and 
with your Polychromos pencils trace the fish 
with a light line of dark sepia. 

• Colour the nose and the back of the fish with 
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a combination of black, ultramarine, 
olive green and dark yellowish sepia. 

Colour the tail and dorsal fin with yellowish 
olive green combination, ultramarine and 
dark Naples ochre. 

Colour the ventral fins with dark Naples 
ochre and cadmium red dark, the lips with 
dark Naples ochre and dark red and the 
inside of the mouth with ultramarine and 
dark red. 

Colour tasks in a combination of black and 
dark cadmium red and dark red. 

Colour the eye lightly with olive green and 
dark yellowish sepia add black at the centre. 
Add yellowish olive green dark Naples ocher 
gradient to the sides of the fish and for the 
stomach combine ultramarine with dark red. 


Perforate 

• Perforate as indicated on the pattern with 
your Five in Circle perforating tool. 

• With your Four Needle tool perforate around 
the line of the internal border and use your 
Two Needle tool to perforate around the 
reeds and then your Semi-Sguare tool for 
the borders. 

Cut 

• Use scissors or snips to cut inside and outside 
the border on the two sheets of parchment.

Flowers 

• Use your flower punches with silver vellum 
to punch out a series of shapes. 

• Emboss the punched flowers on the reverse 
side to give a 3D effect. 

• Apply the mini flower heart with pearl pen 
and a pearl beads in the middle of the 
flower heart. 

• Trace all of the flower parts according to 
the pattern. 


• After embossing the outline, perforate using 
Multi Grid No. 4 and then cut out. 

• Attach the three flower parts together and 
apply a pearl bead in the flower heart. 

Finishing 

• Attach all of the flowers to the finished piece 
of parchment.

This desip's been created with a black drawing pen, felt tip pens and a paintbrush. 
It won't take long but shows you care enough to make something special.

Mark 

• Draw a fold line down the centre of the 
parchment with a white pencil. 

• Place the pattern against the line 
where indicated. 


Trace 

• Trace the whole card with a pen and black 
ink or a fine black drawing pen using a rule 
for the straight edges. 

Colour 

• Working on the reverse of the parchment, 
draw a line down one edge of a petal with 
your chosen colour and then spread out the 
colour with a slightly damp brush to fill the 
rest of the area. This gives a more delicate 
shaded appearance than just colouring in. 

• Repeat with the leaves. 

• The yellow flower centres are done directly 
with a pen. 


Finishing 

• Fold the parchment and cut out the card 
shape through both layers. 

• Use a knife on the straight lines and scissors 
on the curved top. 

• Attach an insert of rainbow card and trim 
slightly larger than the parchment. 

• Finish by adding a greeting. 
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Practice your perforating skills on this all-purpose white work card. 
The emhossing on the floral detailing has been completed on the front 
and hack of the parchment adding depth and showing the contours.

Emboss 

• Emboss the card outlines using your Ball 
embossing tools. 

• Using your Small Ball tool, emboss the lattice 
lines, then emboss the flower motifs and the 
single butterfly motif using various sizes of 
Ball or Shader tool. 

Perforate 

• Use your Diamond or One Needle tool with 
Multi Grid No. 4 to perforate the areas 
marked "'grid". 

• With your Two Needle tool, perforate on both 
sides of all the lattice lines. 

• Also perforate within all of the 
grey-shaded areas. 

• Perforate around the butterfly outline. 

Cut 

• Cut out all of the Two Needle perforations. 


Finishing 

• Stick the single butterfly motif on one of the 
flower stems. 

• Attach the finished piece of parchment to a 
pre cut and folded sheet of card. Use a cord 
or ribbon to hold both sheets together. 
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Glittering Daisies 


Designed by 
Linda Williams 


This sporkly card was desiped 
by Linda to demonstrate the 
original technigue of using crystal 
glitter over a painted subject. 

The results are very effective, 
beautifully concealing any 
imperfections in your painting. 

The main card is made from 
shaded turguoise card stock. 

The decorative sguare and 3D 
butterfly are made from ordinary 
parchment paper. 



Trace 

• Using a white pencil, trace the double 
outlines of the inner and outer squares, 
stems, scrolls, script, body and antennae of 
the 3D butterfly. 

• Do not trace the flowers, buds and 
butterfly wings. 

Dorse 

• Using light purple pink (128), dorse between 
the double outlines of the inner square. 

• Use cobalt green (156) to work between the 
double outlines of the outer square. 

Shallow (Perforate! 

• Perforate around the border with your 
Angle tool. 


Paint using PCE's 

• With your parchment still attached to the 
pattern, and using the No. 2 brush in the 
round and round technique, paint the daisies 
and buds as follows: 

PCE5 for pink daisies and pink part of 
butterfly wings, 

PCE27 for aqua daisies and aqua parts of 
butterfly wings, 

PCE10 for purple buds, 

PCE9 for single magenta daisy, 

PCE13 for blue buds, 

PCE1 for yellow buds and PCE16 for green 
sepals (see example 1). 

• Once the base layer is dry add another layer 
in the same colour way, to create a shadow 
down one side of each petal (See example 
2a and 2b). 


• Using the fine line technique, paint from the 
inside point of each wing, out towards the 
outer edge. 

• Einally add the dots using the fine tip of the 
appropriate PCE pen (See example 3). 

• Outline very lightly, the tips of the wings (try 
not to do this heavily, and use a broken line 
if possible to give a more natural look).

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Emioss 

• Using your Fine Stylus, emboss the double 
outlines of the inner and outer squares, 
crosses and faux stitching, stems, scrolls, 
script and antennae of 3D butterfly. 

• Emboss the dots on the body of the butterfly; 
the thicker parts of the stems, scrolls and 
script with your Extra Small Ball and Small 
Ball tools. 

• With your Small Ball tool emboss the shapes 
within the Angle tool perforations. 

Applying Sticky ink 
and Glitter 

• Using an old paint brush, paint a thin layer of 
Sticky ink onto all of the coloured areas. 

• Do not put too much on or your parchment 
will buckle. 

• Do this quite quickly in one swift layer 
otherwise the colours will shift. You can also 
add some finer detail using a mapping pen 
and sticky ink, for example on the stems, 
scrolls, antennae and body of butterfly (see 
example 4). 

• Leave to dry and then sprinkle with 
ultra-fine glitter (See example 5a and 5b). 


Emboss 

• Gently emboss all of the glittered parts using 
the Large 3mm, 4.5mm and Small Balls tools 
where appropriate. It is better to do this after 
the glitter is applied. 

Re-perforate 

• Re-perforate around the border using your 
Angle tool. 

• Using your Two Needle tool, perforate around 
the 3D butterfly, being very careful around 
the antennae. 

Cut 

• Cut out around the outer perforations of the 
border and the 3D butterfly. 

Einisliing 

• Cut a piece of shaded turquoise card to 
measure 14cm x 14cm. 

• Put this underneath the decorative square 
and hold together at the corners with your 
glitter brads.

Trace 

• Secure the blue parchment to the pattern and trace the outer scalloped circle with a 
white pencil. 

• Attach the plain parchment to the pattern and trace the inner scalloped circle design and 
the central daisy with a white pencil. 

Emboss 

• On the reverse of the blue parchment, emboss the outline of the scalloped circle with 
your Small Ball tool. 

• Emboss two small flowers on each scallop section using Multi Grid No. 5 (the small 
flowers in corner border section on grid.) 
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• On the reverse of the plain parchment, emboss the scalloped outline 
and circle with the Small Ball tool. Emboss the daisy and stem 
outline with your Extra Small Ball tool. 

• Emboss the flower petals using Large Ball, Small Ball and Extra Small 
Ball tools. Emboss very lightly at first, leaving to rest a while before 
embossing again. 

Perforate 

• With your Two Needle tool, perforate as indicated on the pattern. 

Cut 

• Cut around the outlines and within all of the Two Needle perforations 
with your scissors. 


Finishing 

• Use your Quickie glue pen to add glitter to each of the almond 
shapes in the scallop design on the plain parchment. 

• Glitter the centre of the daisy. 

• Attach the blue parchment to the white card insert by placing a dab 
of Perga Glue just below each point between the scallop sections. 

• Stick the plain parchment onto the blue parchment by positioning a 
spot of perga glue on the reverse side of each almond shape. 

• Add the adhesive gems to the front of the plain parchment and in 
the corners of the white insert card.

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We Talk To... 

Aileen Childs 

This month we chat to Kent hosed designer Aileen Childs. 

Aileen likes to design floral themed pieces and mixes grid 
work with coloured mediums. 


How long hove you been crofting? 

Oh only forever in one way or another. 

Seriously, I remember crafting with my 
Grandma when I was about four or five 
years olds. 

Whot other crofts ore you 
involved in? 

I like all aspects and will have a go at 
anything you care to throw at me from 
crochet to card making. 

And specificolly, how long hove 
you been porchment crofting? 

I've been parching for about 15 years 
now and it seems like a mere blink of 
an eye. 

Who, where ond when introduced 
you to the croft? 

I was recuperating from an illness and 
John had been to the library for me. 

He came back armed with craft books 
and the rest is history. My very first 
parching attempts were designs by 
Christine Coleman. 

Who or whot influences 
your designs? 

I love flowing lines and so you'll find a lot 
of these in my designs. I also like simple 
instructions which are not daunting. 

Of oil of your designs published 
in the mogozine, do you hove 
0 fovourite? 

Not really, although each time a new one 
is published it is my favourite for that 
month. (Turn to page 42 to see Aileen's 
latest contribution).

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What are your favourite 
parchment techniques? 

Now this one is easy. Grid work. I love it. On the 
flip side, I'm not a massive fan of stippling. 

On average, how long can one craft 
project take you? 

It all depends on how complicated I want to 
make it. A simple design can be done in a day 
but more complex ones can take up to a week 
until I am happy. If you mean to make a card 
and not design it then about an afternoon. 

Have you ever had any 
crafting disasters? 

Yes, and like everybody far too many too 
remember. 

What tool couldn't you live without? 

This would have to be my Small Ball embossing 
tool or the Single Needle perforating tool or... 

Where do you keep your 
parchment equipment? 

Oh don't ask me that! I keep it all in a craft bag 
on the floor behind my desk. Terrible huh? 


What other hohhies do you have? 

At the moment I am crocheting a blanket for 
our bed. So far I have done over 400 Granny 
Sguares and am in the process of sewing 
them up. 

What craft have you always thought 
was too hard to learn? 

Lace making. My daughter has been able to do 
this since she was seven years old and my 
mum is a demonstrator. I've had guite a few 
sessions but I just can't get the hang of it. 

What is your most recent 
craft purchase? 

Probably the templates from PCA. There are 
many beautiful ones and I always get spoiled 
for choice. 

What are you working on at 
the moment? 

I'm filling up my card box so that I am ready 
and don't get caught out - again. 


How many different craft projects do 
you have going at one time? 

Usually about three so that when I am bored 
with one, I can do the other two. 

How much time do you spend crafting 
per week? 

Oh dear. About ten hours a day minimum. 

Do you have any top tips? 

The one I find really useful is to use mapping 
pins to hold my grid work in place when I am 
doing the dots from the reverse. They're much 
better than tape as you just them through the 
already made perforations. 

Do you teach workshops/classes? 

If so, how often, and how busy 
are they? 

I don't do classes as my crafting space is too 
small but I'll always help parchers via email if 
the contact me.

Trace 

• Secure a piece of parchment paper to the 
pattern with masking tape or low tack tape 
and trace the cross, your chosen greeting and 
border with a silver gel pen or with a 
mapping pen and silver ink. 

Perforate 

• Remove the parchment from the pattern 
and secure to your Fine Mesh Flexi Grid 
with tape. 

• Follow the pattern to perforate all of the 
holes marked with a black dot. 


Emboss 

• Remove the parchment, turn it over, line it 
back up with the holes in the Grid and secure 
in place. 

• Use your Fine Ball tool to emboss all the 
small dots marked in red on the pattern. 

Colour 

• Remove the parchment from the Grid. Still 
working on the reverse side of the paper, 
lightly colour the oval shape behind the cross 
with a white pencil.

Re-perforate 

• Turn the piece over so that you are now 
working on the front and secure to your Bold 
Mesh Flexi Grid. 

• Use your Diamond perforating tool to pierce 
all of the holes in the Grid that show in the 
white coloured area of the oval shape. 

• Remove from the Grid, lay back down onto 
your perforating mat and then re-perforate 
the 'sguare holes' with your Diamond tool to 
enlarge them. 

• Use your Eight Needle perforating tool to 
perforate the centre of the four circles at 
each end and in the middle of the cross. 


Emboss 

• Turn the piece over and lay face down onto 
the embossing mat. 

• Use your Small Ball tool to emboss the areas 
between the double lines around the cross, 
the oval shape behind the cross and the 
small circles in the cross design. 

Cut 

• Cut between all of the sets of four pierced 
holes to create small crosses with your 
scissors or snips. 

• Cut out the larger cross shapes and slots 
which are created when the lines of holes 
are cut out. 

• Cut out the six squares in each corner of the 
design and finally cut between all the 


perforated holes around the edge and 
remove the excess paper. 

Finishing 

• Thread a piece of 2mm wide ribbon through 
the slots on all four sides of the 
parchment piece. 

• Turn over the ends of the ribbon and secure 
in place on the back with glue. 

• Use the ink pad to distress the edges of the 
coloured card. 

• Secure the parchment piece to the coloured 
card with glue (Amanda then put the glue on 
the back of the ribbon so that it didn't show 
through the parchment paper). 

• Glue this to the silver card or paper and then 
finally to your white blank greetings card.
